The month of May,

unique distinction of toeing the cora 
est May since the establishment of 
the U. S. Weather bureau in 1871. The 
May most nearly comparable to that 
of 1917 was that of 1907, just I" years 
ago. 
The first two anil last weeks 
of the month (May. !'.U7) were per­ 
sistently and abnormally 
cold, 
the 
tem perature averaging from I'* to J" 
degrees below the seasonal average. 
During t Im* third week the temper 
at urea were normal or slightly above 
Taking the month us a 
whole, 
the 
tem perature averaged about seven de 
green below the normal tor the state 
md the sunshine was about half th* 
possible amount. 
The percentage of 
sunshine was greatest over the south 
e m and least over the northern por 
lion- of the state 
Light to heavy 
frosts occurred qui'e generally over 
he state at some time during th* 
non th and at many station- "ti sec 
•*ral mornings 
A few- station- in the 
noithern counties reported light frost 
md -now flurries during iii* 
I at to 
,*art of the month. 
The rainfall was, as a rule. aband 
ant, 
general 
and 
well 
distributed 
through the month, averaging, for (In­ 
state, neat the normal. 
In a number 
>f counties in the 
middle 
section, 
however, there w-»s a deficiency nut 
in the northern aud southern 
sec 
ions there wa- an excess, most pro 
'jounced in the counties bordering on 
or near the Ohio river and in a few of 
the lake c o n tries. 
The persistent cold, damp wf-atht- 
*f the month although not distinct 
■ eely adverse to plant growth had a 
retarding effect upon plant develop 
men! and was quite unfavorable
